of doing an unusually large 


business, have done far less business 
than they ordinarily do. Yet no intoxi- 
cating 
liquor 
is sold 
on the fair 


grounds. There are no exhibitions 
of 


rowdyism, boisterous behavior and no 
public, profanity. 
This is a credit to 


San Francisco as well as Oakland, for 
the visitors from across the bay 
run 


into the thousands daily. It can also 
be truthfuly said that there have been 
very -£ew -cases of robbery or pocket- 
picking. While the police have 
been 


vigilant, the superior personal 
char- 


acter oE the visitors, generally speak- 
ing, 
discourages the thievish opera- 


tions oC the criminal gangs th,at usual- 
ly follow fairs. The only robbery of 
note thus far reported is the picking of 
a 
drunken man's pocket in a down- 


town saloon. 
When people are 
not 


drinking or seeking gambling games 
and 
other questionable amusements, 


they ;iro not likely to be robbed 
or 


buncoed. 
Oakland has achieved the 


distinction of holding" the cleanest as 
well as the most successful street fair 
ever held in the. -State, and the Elks 
are therefore to be both complimented 
and congratulated.

A Country Combination. 


An interesting phase of the situation 


is that the country politicians are say- 
ing that instead of San Francisco run- 
ning things at the State Convention, it| 
•will only be the ta'ti to tfie dog.. 
The j 


theory upon which this is 'based is that j 
the country is organizing and concen- 
trating its forces, whereas, the metrop- 
olis is in such a mix-up that it will 
send Its representadves to Sacramento 
in a condition of. political • donuiraliza- 
tion. 


Jt must be confestsed that unless mat- 


ters straighten out here within the next 
thirty days San Frmieiseii will be in 
a bad shape to uwkle a State Tight. At 
the present time indications point to 
two primary tickets in all the districts, 
three in eight or ten of them, and per- j 
haps four in some quarters. Ruef, with 
his Primary League, for example, will 
make a bid to carry the city from one 
end to the other.

She must know 
how to carry herself with a shirtwaist air, 
and the shirtwaist girl knows this; but to all 
other girls this understanding is as impos- 
sible as the comprehension of u railway 
timetable or the sharpening of a lead-pencil.

No matter 
Uow hard she tries, her shirtwaist and skirt 
seem to become divorced and that awful 
safety-pin comes in evidence.

sometimes called the "Gibson," for its very 
fluttiuess makes It indefinite iu outline, like 
the clothes worn by the young ladies in Gib- 
sou's drawings of those girls whose length 
of limb extends quite out of the picture.

maculate, careful iu detail, thoughtful of 
belt and collar and reckless with her laun- 
dry account.

gers are first dipped into a bowl of luke- 
warm water, iuto which has been poured a 
lew- drops of some pleasant antiseptic. 


They, are allowed to remain in this for 


some time, and arc then gently dried with, 
a soft towel. 


A flat Ofauge stick, wound witli a bit of 


cotton, is next used to loosen the skin around 
the nail. This 
is lifted up, not 
pushed 


down aud back, remember, for such a move- 
ment cracks and -splits the cuticle. A knife 
Is excellent for assisting at this work, for 
there arc mauy places where the skin still 
adheres to the nail. 


This cuticle knife, by the way, maybe had 


iu various shapes and sizes, b u t a t thescieo- 
titic parlors they recommend a new ami im- 
proved kind, which lias a broad, flat blade, 
showing a beveled'point. This beveled part 
slips under the cuticle very easily, yet is not 
scarp enough to injure the skiu or nail In 
any way. 


However, tbe blade should be used with 


great care, aud there should be uo rough 
scraping nf the nail. Tuis requires a eer- 
tai:i amount of skill, aud the beginner, espe- 
cially if she is trying it on her own haud-s, 
will uo doubt make a few bad slashes be- 


fore she is thoroughly familiar with han- 
dling the knife. 


When the cuticle is sufficiently loosened It 


is rubbed up very gently, so tbat all ragged 
edges will be plainly visible. These should 
be snipped off with the small curved scis- 
sors, wulcn. arc also used, for cutting out 
hangnails. Trimming the cuticle is a bar- 
barous method and by uo means improves 
Its apearunci.1. On the contrary, the con- 
stant c u t t i n g makes it grow faster, while 
at tae same time It becomes toughened. 
Good manicures never make this mistake, 
and if you will observe the hands that liavc 
received scientific treatment you will notice 
how delicate and piuk the rim o£ the cuticle 
appears. 


The advice 
Is to be extremely careful 


about this particular part of the treatment, 
for the appearance of the nails may be alto- 
gether spoiled by a too zealous use of the 
cuticle knife and scissors. 


An excellent way to keep the skin around 


the nails and at the ends of the lingers in 
good couditiou is to rub It well every night 
with some good paste, which, softens and 
preserves the epidermis. Fingertips that 
arc inclined to crack aud split will be great- 
ly improved by this use of cream, and In 
just a short time you will notice how much 
easier they are to treat after these appli- 
cations. 


Any spots of discoloration as well as par- 


ticles of.:dast or skin may be removed with 
the oraajjestick dipped in a bleaching fluid. 
This .is rubbed over and under the nail.
